He ^aid thnt it » 
race for amianicnis is kept alive by 
any one nation, thai It may l)c as 
strong as another, the race Itself be- 
comes useless as soon as an nlliancu 
between two or more factions upsets 
the balance of' power. Tor many rca- 
."ons,- therefore, the question of, peace 
ihroughont the- world lies in hunvtn 
nature and not in any dictated policy. 
As long as the man In the street nbhora 
war arid Us corresponding horrors, 
peace is as.surcd..l,e.ss attention should 
be. paid to the papers and more to the 
undcrb :ng • feeling of society as a 
whole.

Moreover, ho conlliufod, llicy are dla- 
tnterestctl, apathcllo and often frankly 
antagonlstiu towniM nteasure.i for their 
own welfare They are appalllngly Ig- 
tioranl on mn;;era of health and hy- 
giene." 

Dr. I«(mb pointed out. In reftreiico 
to health conditions In England, that 
Dr. Clapp's 8t,Hemcnl thai England Is 
a "physically deciyéd nallon" did not 
come as a .lurprlso to him In view of 
the f.iol that the British Medical As- 
sorliitiiin iind thn Department of Edu- 
cation .lUendy «Jrawn attention ." to 
cotiiporatlvcly low itindarda of health 
in England. ,"i ' ' , , ' . ' , . 
\'mith Apalhclic .'. 

The McGIll Physical 'Education au- 
thority Is naturally more alarmed, 
however, over health mattcr.s In tho 
dominion, especially among tho youth, 
who, ho declared, do not take a suf- 
ficiently serious interest in their phys- 
ical condition. 

School teachers in the Dominion 
have to date not been eauippcd to carry 
out an intelligent program of health 
improvement among their pupils, ho 
declares. Most of them, he s-tld, "do 
not possess the foggiest notion of the 
broad and significant cotîtrlbution 
which he made by a well-ordered pro- 
gram." 

World ComlitloDS ISIamed ' 
"Economic and social conditions, es- 
pecially with our youth," Dr. Lamb 
pointed out, "have created an attitude 
of helplessness, a sense of being beaten 
a loss of initiative, self-reliance and 
courage. The solution lies in preventive 
proceduret. 

"What is needed with youth la 
something that will arouse enthusiasm, 
a want, a challenge to greater heights. 
"Vouth needs an opportunity to

generally speaking,- Is a thing that man 
as such has ne^^er appreciated. What the 
whoîe question come? to tvould ■ seem tn b?

improved over that of yesteryear and that 
•^«»HlfWmayTiot be fit for the army, still 
!* we can get along quite well in the ordinarj' 
jj course of things. Why, one is moved to 
w ask, must men be in such perfect condition 
for an army that intsnds, like it or not. to 
make cannon lodder out of them ? The 
inanity- of man is shown all too clearly in 
little musings lilte thai. 



The Cymnasiuin Campaign 

rDAY the Undergraduate Campaign for 
the Sir Ailhur Currie Memorial Gym- 
nasium Armoury commences. Many Un- 
ider^raduates are asking, "Why should I 
contribute to this Campaign?". The answer 
to this question seems fai'-ly obvious. The 
campaign is primarily a Graduate endeav- 
our, ibut it was felt by the Committee in 
charge that the undergraduates should 
have a chance, and should be willing to 
contribute. 

As a result, tho Students' Executive 
Council is backing au undergraduate i;am- 
paign this week. Jiach faculty has l>een 
organised and it is up to the various Class 
officers to push the campaign in their own 
class. 

To date $150,000 have l>€en sub.scribed 
by the Graduates, together with .$100.000 
to be sub.scribed from the Strathcona fund 
^or the Armoury section. This amount 
will be enough to build the first unit of 
the new gymnasium. What is now re- 
ouired is t-iiough endowment to provide 
$12,000 for Jui annual maintenance fund. 
To date $6,000 has been provided by the 
Graduates' Endowment fund, or h?.lf of 
.ithe needed annual maintenance of $12,000. 

The new gymnasium is now an assured 
fact, and wh?n sufficient funds are avail- 
able to guan'.nt"'». its f'lture ma'n'^nnnce 
and relieve the Univer.-;ity of rny further 
responsibility in- this regard, building 
operations will commence. 

In making this appeal to the under- 
gra luates it is pointed out that ail contri- 
butions will be wtj'eorn'jd.
